There is now- 
being found throughout the state only 
a fraction of the canker that was 
found one year ago. 


People throughout Florida have al- 


so increased confidence in the fruit 
industry because of the rigid nursery 
and port inspection which has been 
inaugurated by the recently organized 
state plant board. The board ts tak- 
ing every possible step to prevent any 
new disease from being imported into 
the state, a thing that was impossible 
before the 
1915 act 
creating fms 


board. 


Mr Goodwin in illustrating Hie tre- 


mendous volume of work being done 
bv the Gainesville office stated that 
there is now in the files of that office 
somewhere between 170000 and 20 
000 letters and the office has been 
opened onb a few months 
Not less 


than ten stenographers are kept busy 
handling the tremendous volume of 
correspondence 
Advice to growers, 


information about insect pests as well 
as plant diseases, suggestions as to 
fertilization, etc., are contained In 
most ot the replies sent out from the 
central office.

HAD PROM CUTTINGS. 


Tomatoes grown readily from cut-' 


tings, and an early fall crop may be 
bad by 
making cuttings 
from the 


spring crop. Seedlings are hard to 
raise during summer unless they at* 
given special care. But plants from 
cuttings are comparatively easy to 
obtain 
Then when roots have form- 


ed the plants are two or three weeks 
ahead of plants from a seedbed made 
at the same time. 


Probably the easiest way to obtain 


plants according to C K McQuarrie.

ida extension division, is to bend the 
o!d vine over and cover a portion ot 
it with earth so that the top pro-

progress in the citrus canker 
The following is a 
statement from. 


Wllmon Newell, plant commissioner, 
who is stationed at the University ot 
Florida, Gainesville. 


"Nineteen ctlrus properties, which: 


have been infected with citrus can- 
ker, were declared by the state plant 
board as being no longer dangerous 
centers, at a meeting of the board in 
Jacksonville, 
July 10. This mean* 


that, in the opinion of the board, can- 
ker has been completely eradicated! 
from these properties and.'that they 
are no longer considered as foci from 
which further spread ot the disease is 
to be feared. 


"This makes a total of one hundred: 


and eleven citrus growing properties, 
formerly infected, which have been 
declared clear by the plant board' 
since the beginning of the eradication 
work last year. 
Of this 111, only- 


three have since 
shown reinfection 


and the circumstances surrounding 
these indicate that the Infection was 
from outside sources."

RESTRICTIONS OF TICK 


CATTLE ENFORCE DIPPING. 


The new restriction placed on ticky 


cattle by the 
United States depart- 


ment of agriculture 
practically en- 


forces dipping. This new ruling pro- 
vides that all cattle not intended for 
immediate slaughter shall be dipped 
before they are shipped out of the 
state. Most of the cattle raised in 
Florida are sent out as feeders. These 
must be dipped before they are load- 
ed on the cars for interstate shipment. 
Furthermore, if finished cattle are 
shipped for immediate slaughter., per- 
mission must be had from the author- 
ities of the state into whic h the ship- 
ment is to be made.

WEEDY HAY GRADES LOW. 
If weeds made as good hay as cul- 


tivated crops 
every farmer 
would 


have plenty of hay and a hay short- 
age would be unknown. But experi- 
ence has shown that weeds do not 
make good hay. That was learned 
many years ago before feeding tests 


their work animals they would be 
good for others and no discrimination 
would be made against weedy hay. 


It is indeed cheaper to raise weeds 


(than to grow cultivated crops and It 
requires more 
to keep them out of hay. but the ev- 
pense of such precautions will be 
more than repaid by the better Qual- 
ity of hay. 


According to John M. Scott, animal 


industrialist to the University of Flor- 
ida 
experiment 
station, 
lack 
of 


preparation is to blame for most of 
the weedy hay in Florida. A great 
deal of hay is grown in summer as 
catch crops on land that has been 
occupied by spring 
vegetables 
or 


truck. The common practice is to 
sow hay crops without further prepa- 
ration. The result is a poor stand of 
the cultivated crops and an abund- 
ance of weeds.

Ontlemen: 


The minutes of the meeting of your honorable body dated July 4, 1916, 


contain the following: "Upon motion of Councilman Swoope, H. I. Hamil- 
ton was employed to audit all books of bonded officers." 


In compliance 
with your action I have made a careful and detailed 


audit of the records of the city clerk and the two city treasurers. 


The mayor's docket and the marshal's reports could not be thoroughly 


•checked because a sentence might have been "fine or Imprisonment" and 
the criminal might have paid part In cash and worked out part of his fine. 
The marshal had lost his pocket memorandum on many cases and my audit 
(therefore is based on the minutes of your council meetings for the past year. 


In the time between the resignation of Mr. Burnett as marshal and the 


employment of Mr. Rollo, the marshalship was held by H. E. Zipperer. On 
page 312 of your minutes Mr. Zipperer reports having " collected $20.00 in 
lines and $6.00 impounding fees, a total of $25.00." This money was not 
laid to the treasurer, and when I asked for it on July 18, 1916. that I might 
make proper entries and bring the balance of all accounts to date, he 
: stated he had been Instructed by two councllmen to hold said $25.00 until the 


• courts had decided the city treasurer case, and that he would pay it to the 
treasurer, I believe that case was decided 14 days ago. The balance on hand 
:in the general fund, therefore, should be $25.00 larger than it now shows. 


You will notice a discrepency of $60.81 in the report of the city clerk 


1 anded you at the last meeting of the year 1915-1916 and the audit I present 
;>ou herewith. This is accounted for as follows: The last general audit 
occured July 2. 1915. The business of that year ended July 8, 1915. In the 
intervening six days $39.20 was received from team hire, properly turned 
over to the treasurer, and was reported to your honorable body by the city 
-clerk In his report a year ago: Your auditor further, corrected errors in

' a total of $21.61. Also $1.00 In the general fund in the June report to correct 


:a believed error in his November report. These funds have been deposited 
in the State Bank of New Smyrna by your auditor, making the clerk's record

I herewith hand you check on the State bank signed by F. A. Newell for 


•$20.00. Mr. Newell explained to me at the time he turned his records over 
to me, July 7, 1916, that he had received $20.00 from McGhan Bros., plumbers,

The new restriction placed on Ucky 


cattle by the 
United States depart- 


ment of agriculture

Thi» new ruling pro- 
vides that all cattle not intended for 
immediate slaughter shall be dipped 
before they are shipped out of the 
state. Most of the cattle rained in 
Florida are sent out as feeders. These 
must be dipped before they are load- 
ed on the cars for interstate shipment.

Ing at the s-ict'O of Verdun, while- en 
guyed in it enunterat'ai k upon the 
Germans fell to tlie ground and lay mo- 


nle^. 
Tlic counterattack succeed- 


ed, and the French hi-lil the ground on 
which the fiyht occurred. 
Blanc's 


friend. Louis Deiaure. serving in the 
same company, saw him full and when 
the fight ceased went to him and took 
him up. To all appearances Blaoc was 
dead, but Devaure could find no wounti. 
Surgeon* to whom the case was refer- 
red surmised that tbe man had been 
killed by the air pressure of a missile 
or, having a weak heart, had suc- 
cumbed from that cause under excite- 
ment 


Devaure secured a coffin, or, rather, 


a box, and buried bis friend near a 
ravine that ran through the battlefield. 


That night a severe rain set In, 


swelling 
a 
tiny stream that ran 


through the ravine and overflowing 
its banks. 
In the morning Devanre 


visited his friend's grave and found 
that the flood bad widened the ravine 
and the end of the box containing the 
body was exposed. Moreover, the end 
had been removed. This removal as- 
tonished Devaure. who, looking Into 
tbe box, found it empty. 


He was as much surprised at this as 


he had been to discover that his friend 
had been killed In battle without an; 
sign of having been bit. After study- 
Ing tbe possible causes of the absence 
of the body he arrived at the conclu- 
sion that the water as It receded took 
the body with It But this did not ac- 
count for the removal of the end of the 
box. 


Daring the day several attempts -were 


made by the Germans to recover the 
ground through which the ravine ran. 
They made a lodgment, but were not 
able to bold it 
During the fighting 


Devaure was slowly retreating In the 
ravine, where he and his comrades 
were less exposed to the German fire, 
and while giving way before the ene- 
my he imssed the protruding end of 
the box from which bis friend bad dis- 
appeared. 


What was Devaure's astonishment to 


sec the soles of a pair of boots In the 
place where his dead comrade's boots 
should be had he remained buried! 


At evening the ground contended for 


remained in possession of tbe Ger- 
mans. Devaure told some of his corn- 
rndes of his having failed to find 
Blnnc's body and of his having after- 
ward seen the soles of boots In the 
box during the retreat He was laugh- 
ed at for his story. 


Hc\v.ever, the contention for Blanc's 


burial V*Vle was not yet over. At 
daylight the next morning the French 
made another effort to possess them- 
selves of It In tills fight Devaure was 
not in the ravine, but one of his 
friends, Herre I^irrabee, passed right 
under tbe box In question. The French 
were again ditpoftsessed, and Larra- 
bee reported lh.lt he had stood where 
be could see Into the box. tbe sun 
lighting Its Interior, and It was empty. 


Devaure was forced to the conclu- 


sion that his first view was correct and 
that In bis second he must have been 
mistaken, though hfi bad been as sure 
of seeing n pair of sules as he was of 
seeing tbe box that contained them. 


A wood bordered this much fought 


over region, and when night fell the 
Germans, after shelling the wood, ad- 
vanced to take it 
1/oaure's com- 


pany was among the force* used in re- 
repellius this attack. Amid the flash- 
ing of guns, the glare of •searchlights, 
the roaring and the shouting, the two 
opposing forces contended for 
the 


wood. While I'evnurc's company were 
.pressing forward he saw a man'rise 
out of tbe ground and turn for a mo- 
ment to look at the French as if to sat- 
isfy himself whether they were friends 
or enemies. Then. e\ldently assured, 
be turned toward the Germans and be- 
gan to fire at them with his rifle.

this man bis friend Blanc! 


Devaure was more nearly paralyzed 


with terror at this ghostly being than 
at the frightful scene about him. Tbe 
ghost fell back Into the ranks of tbe 
French. Devaure seized his arm. and 
the ghost turned. 


"Louis!" 
"Antoine!"

But 
Devaure was assured that his friend 
stood with him In the flesh.

Did 
you know that'Great Britain was once 
ruled from the capital of this tiny and 
remote kingdom? 


It has,-bam almost 900 years since 


the staliftt$l\\«tjnnute completed the 
conquest of England, expelling both 
the Celtic and the Saxon rulers of the 
British Isle's. When lie bad completed 
bis conquest and soothed the feelings 
of his new subjects by marrying the 
widow of their former king he added 
Norway to his crown possessions. One 
of his successors ruled over the whole 
of the Scandinavian peninsula and a I 
large section of what is now German 
and Russian territory, surrounding the 
Baltic sea.

The most exciting job that can be 


held in tbe United'Ktngdorn Is that of 
king's messenger. He Is charged with 
the delicate and In war Uuie danger- 
ous duty of carrying Important state 
papers In cases when It would be eL 
tuer unwise or Impossible to use the 
te,legr>ipu or the postal service. 


Durhis war the king's messenger CMS 


nearly as difficult a task as has the 
dispatch rider, who Is, actually at the 
front He must be continually on the 
lookout for spies, and it h quite within 
the probabilities that the steamer on 
which he Is ,tr»\jeling may be stopped 
by an enemy-vessel and bis valuable 
papers taken from htm. 


Owing to the ff«t that they wear a 


badge consisting,ii»f/4l silver greyhound 
surmounted by « 'irown, king's mes 
sengcrs are nicknamed "silver grey- 
hounds." and( Indeed they often have 
to imitate that breed of dog In swift- 
ness and sju*hW* of scent To qualify 
for a messgMJWnship many things are 
needed. The' candidate must be a man

of first rate1/.education, of excellent 
family and a good linguist.

quired, the salaries of the "silver grey- 
hounds" are by no means large. The 
foreign service messenger* receive re- 
muneration ranging from $1,250 to 12,. 
000 a year, while those employed on 
borne service get from fOCO to *1.225 a 
year.-Phlhtdelpbui Ledger.
